Languages, and particularly in our own, which 
is too frequently deprav'd from the very firſt Foundation, by 
Vitious Pronunciation, ill- Spelling, and worſe Writing. Chi/- 
dren are wrong taught at their fir/t ſetting out, and neglefed 
in their Progreſs, ſo that their Errors grow up with them; 
and that which would have been their greateſt Accompliſhment, 
21g. Ihe proper ſpeaking and writing of their Mother Tongue, 
is either wholly deſpis'd, or at leaſt deſpair d of, as a Thing al- 
together unattainable. 


In order to remedy, or rather to prevent, which pitiable In- 
conveniencies, the f9!lowing Work has appear'd jeveral Times 
abroad in the World; and if we may judge by the kind Accept- 
ance /? has found, there is great Hope, that the Reformation 
is not only begun in the Engliſh Tongue, 6ut has by this Time 
made ſome con/iderable Progreſs; fince not only in the Charity- 
Schools, but in many other private Schools, this has been made 
aſe of to teach Children fram their very Letters.

I am ſure, I have for the greateſt Part: And if theſe be 
taught without Book, as well as within, the Teacher will find 
a great Advantage in it; becauſe, as Words of the fame Sound 
are ſet jingling together, the Learner will take and af the 
Sounds, with the greater Eaſe and Advantage. 


IP hen the Tyro is perfet in theſe, and comes to Wiras of 
more Syllables, he coill find it to be of great Advantages 
that the Words are ranked in Tables alphabetically, according 
4% the biaring of their Accent, for which there is always Di- 
rection given in the Beginning F the Chapter; and this 7s 
one great Means to prevent Mil pronunciation. Aud here al. 
fo, when the Learner can read the Words, I could have him 
exerciſed in committing to Memory a certain Quantity every 
Day, according as his Capacity will bear : And by this Meaxs, 
in going it twice over, a Perſon, that has not the Aavantag? 
of Skill in the Learned Languages, ſhall be able to ſpeil 
readily, all, ar the moſt common and difficult Nerds, ibat are 
made uſe of in the Fngliſh Tongue. 


As to the dividing / Syllables, the /earned Philologers 
* themſelves are not agreed in their Opinions: For ſome would 
Have us flick cloſe to the Latin Rule, laid down in our com- 
mon Grammars, as thinking it moſt commendable, that tur 
Language &4e reduced to the Standard of the Learned Lan- 
guages. While others were of Opinion with Comenius, 
„That Conſonants ſhould be join'd wich that Vowel 
* that gives the ſofteſt Sound to the Ear.” Ard I muft 
confeſs, that in teaching Children ta reid, I think the Ear is 
the beſt Guide. But I have found out a Method, which 
probably will oblige both Parties: For the Words are divided 
' according to the Rules of the Latin Grammarians: And where 
> a Conſonant wall ſound better to the Ear, with the fol luu- 
ing Vowel, than before it, I have placed this Mark (") 
which was invented purely for this Purpoſe; and I cal! it the 
Double Accent, becauſe the bearing of the Accent, or Streſs 
of the Voice, upon that Syllable, draws the Conſonant t9 the 
prececing Vowel, in the Sounding of the Word, thich by 
the Rule of” Spelling ought to be /eparated from it. Thus we 
Jpell ve'Utry, vi“ſit, ba”aiſh, but we pronounce vel-try, 
vil-it, ban-:ſh. And they, that do not like tbe L'tin Rule of 
Spelling. va with Eaſe teach by thee Table acrirding to 
the Ear, becauſe the Wards are every where mar“, whire 
the Rule and the Ear diſagree.

Via have after all theſe a Colletion of ſeveral Althabets of 
Wirds fit for; Copies; and a Touch of the, Modiſh Hands 
themſelves, wherein is ſhewn the Order and Dependence / 
Letters one upon another, in ſuch a Manner as they ought to 
be learned: All which cannit but be of Ute, as well as Di- 
verſion, to tbe Learner,

CHAP. VI. 
Of Stops and Marks. 


HE Stops are uſed to ſhew what Diſtance 

of Time muſt be obſerv'd in Reading. And 
they are ſo abſolutely neceſſary to the better Un- 
derſtanding of what we write, and read, that 
without a ſtrict Attention to them, all Writing 
would be confuſed, and liable to many Miſcon- 
ſtructions. 

Stops, conſider'd as Intervals in Reading, are 
but Four, viz. Comma, Semicslon, Colon, and Pe- 
riod, or full Stop: And theſe bear a kind of Mx- 
fical Proportion of Time one to another : For a 
Comma ſtops the Reader's Voice, while he may 
privately, with Deliberation, tell One; the Se- 
micdlon, Two; the Colon, Three; and the Pe- 
riod, Four. 

Their Characters are thus. 
Comma (,) a circular Daſh at the Foot of a 
Word. | 
| Semicglon (;) a Point over the Comma. 

Colon (:) two Points. 

Period (.) a ſingle Point at the Foot of a Word. 

But if a Queſtion be aſk'd, there's a circular 
Stroke upon a ſhort Line put over the Period, 
and 'tis called an Interrogation; thus (?). 

If a ſudden Wondering be expreſs'd, then a 
ſtraight Line is placed over the Period, and tis 
calPd a Note of Admiration ; thus (I) 

If one Sentence be encloſed within another, 
of which it is no Part, then *tis put between two

. denotes, that ſome Letter, Word, or Sentence, 
is left out by Miſtake, and mult be taken in ex- 
actly where it points. 

Circumflex () is the ſame in Shape as the Ca- 
ret, but is always plac'd over ſome Vowel of a 
Mord, to denote a long Syllable; as, Eu-phrd-tes. 

Diaereſis () is two Points plac'd over two 
Vowels of a Word, that would otherwiſe make 
a Diphthong, and parts 'em into two ſeveral 
Syllables.
